DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 4 was originally objected to because of informalities, the currently amended claim 
4 overcomes the unclear informalities and the objection is withdrawn. 

Additional Prior Art of Record 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Yamada et al. (US 5,559,609 A) teaches a printing apparatus that includes some of 
the similar sheet discharge and cover layouts. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claim 5 was originally rejected as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. After further review of the specification, particularly the sections indicated by the 
applicant (Paragraphs 128-133) it has been determined that the amendment did not introduce 
new matter and the rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 4, & 30 are allowed as amended. 

5. Claims 2-3, 5-6, 28-29 & 31-35 are allowed as presented, dependent on claim 1. 

6. Claims 36-40 are allowed as added, dependent on claim 1. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance. 
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a. As related to amended independent claim 1 as well as amended dependent claims 
2-3, 5-6, & 28-40, an additional search was conducted based on the amendments to the 
claim and the existing and additional prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest an 
image forming apparatus comprising all of the specific limitations as recited, in 
combination with and particularly including, a substantially flat top face including a top 
cover, a front face slanted such that a lower portion of the front face is closer than an 
upper portion of the front face to a back face, wherein a front edge portion of the top 
cover aligns with a top edge of the front face, and the top cover is configured to be 
opened by lifting the front edge portion of the top cover. 

b. As related to amended independent claim 4 an additional search was conducted 
based on the amendments to the claim and the existing and additional prior art of record 
fails to teach or fairly suggest an image forming apparatus comprising all of the specific 
limitations having been amended into and as recited, in combination with and particularly 
including a release mechanism provided at the top of the paper discharge tray that, when 
the paper discharge tray is tilted upward, releases the pressure applied to the paper 
stacked in the paper feed tray.
